A WAR LISTING ONE HUNDRED AND 
TfllilTEEN YflARS. 

Isabella was the daughter of a 
French King in the fourteenth cen- 
tury, and the wife of an English one, 
the misguided and unfortunate Ed- 
ward II., who was deposed by his 
parliament, and murdered in a dun- 
geon in Berkley Castle. This Isa- 
bella was perhaps the cause of more 
misery to both England and France 
than any woman who ever lived. She 
became the enemj- of her spouse, re"* 
turned to France and fomented a re- 
bellion against him, kept the young 
prince (her son who afterwar. 
came Edward III.) away from 
ther, invaded England with an army 
and assisted in defeating and dop 
g her husband the King. 
Edward III. claimed the throne of 
France as the grandson of the father 
:>f Isabella, which claim was oppos- 
ed by another scion of royality. Then 
commenced a sanguinary war, which 
lasted one hundred and thirteen 
years, in which the BlacK Prince, son 
of Edward III., the Duke ofBedford, 
King John of France, Joan of Arc 
and many other historic personages 
figured conspicuously. The spirit 
hich it was prosecuted may be 
judged by that in which it was corns 
menced. The knights and gentle- 
of England assembled under 
the presidency of the Crown, and 
nd themselves to "ravage and 
massacre without pity, to spare nei- 
ther mill nor altar, nor pregnant wo- 
men, nor relative nor friend." From 
1337 to 14-10, with short iutermis- 
ions, was the deadly work prosecu- 
ted, sons and grandsons, and great 
grandsons espousing and bequeath- 
ing the qu rrels of their progenitors. 
Cobles, ecclesiastics and common 
people shared alike the cruel destruc- 
tion. At times France, which was 
ibe theater of the war, became so im 
poverisheJ that many of her citizens 
starved to death, and the various 
provinces were so alienated that 
they also ceased to bo a nation, Ar>d 
for what was this war of over a cen- 
tury's duration waged! Not for the 
good of the people but for the ambi- 
tion of would-be sovereigns. 

Kings and Dukes in those days 
claimed not only e.oertain countries, 
but also the people who inhabited 
. They arrogated the right to 
them from their homos and pit 
them against each other, as at Creey 
and Agincourt, until the ground was 
soaked with blood and tho corpses 
piled high on each other. Their 
motto was "rule or ruin," and wnile 
they did not always succeed in ruls [ 
ing they never failed in ruini: 
Since 1450 the race has ma< 
progress in the right direction. The 
thirty years war of the German Be- 
formation, and the wars of the 
mous Napoleon from 1793 to 1815 
were certainly long enough. But 
since then we recall no great war 
between so-called Christian nations 
which has continued longer than 
three years. The world does not 
move in the right direction, but 
even nominal christian countrii 
far enough yet from being fully 
christianized. When they are, 
"The drums shall throb no longer, and the 

battle flags be furled, 
In the Parliament of man, the Federation 
of the world. "

SUSPENSION DlUDUJiS. 

There are in this country two 
briiges of unusual interest — one 
near Niagara Falls, and the other 
one now building aoross the East 
River to connect Brooklyn with New 
Yoik. 

At Niagara the bridge has a span 
of 821 feet, and the height above the 
river is 245 feet. The cables are 
each composed of 3,640 wires, and 
have an ultimate strength of 12,000 
tons. The total cost of the work in 
round numbers was $400,000. 

The central span of the East Riv- 
er bridge will bo 135 feet (in mid 
channel) above high water mark, 
and 1,505 feet six inches long, or al- 
most double the length of the bridge 
at Niagara. Added to this will be 
the land spans, each 930 feet long; 
the Brooklyn approach of 971 ff et, 
and the New York approach of 1,562 
six inches— making a grand total of 
5,989 feet, or very considerably^ 
a mile. The towers, 140 by 59 feet 
square, at high water mark are 277 
feet above this level, and 158 above 
the roadway, and support four ca- 
bles, each 15J inches in diameter, 
and each composed of steel. The 
ultimate strength of these cables is 
11,200. Exclusive of tho cost of 
land for piers, anchorage and ap- 
proaches, the bridge will cost $9,- 
000,000. In the face of these im- 
posing figures, the Niagara bridge 
certainly seems to dwindle to small 
proportions.

The strain on the Pennsylvania 
Railroad Company in the six 
months of Centennial travel was so 
great that the auditor's department 
was unable to keep up with the ac- 
counts, and is still several weeks be- 
hind. At the Jersey City depot 22,- 
917 trains were started westward, 
lade up of 127,080 cars, carrying 
about 7,300,000 passengers. This 
is exclusive of way passengers, and 
includes the travel in one direction 
only.

To Drive Awaj Rats. 

A lady writer, in a recent number 
of a New York journal, discourse^ 
in the following style concerning her- 
treatment of rats and mice. "We 
cleaned our premises of these detes-, 
table vermin by making a white wash 
yellow with coperns, and covering 
the stones and rafters to the cellar 
with a thick coating of it. In every 
crevice where a rat might tread, we 
put crystals of the copperas, ami 
scattered the same in the corners of 
the floor. The result was a perfect 
stampede of rats and mice. Since 
that time not a footfall of either rat 
or mouse has been heard about the 
house. Every spring a coat of yek 
low wash is given to the cellar as a 
purifier as welj as a rat exterminator, 
and no typhoid dysentery or feyeir 
attacks the family. Many person s 
deliberately attract all the rats in the 
neighborhood by leaving fruits and 
vegetables uncovered in the pel'ar; 
and sometimes even the soup scraps 
are left open for their regalement, 
Cover up everthing eatable iu the 
cellar and pantry, and you will soon 
starve them out. These precautions 
joined to the service of a good cat, 
will prove as good a rat extermina- 
tor as the chemist can provide. We 
never would allow rats to be poison- 
ed in our dwelling; they are so 
liable to die in the wall, and produce 
much annoyance. 

Why Cats Eyes Shine in the Dark, 

The eyes of many animals — those 
of cats, for instance— exhibit a pes 
culiar brilliancy, which is peculiarly 
remarkable in the dusk. It was 
thought that the eyes of such an- 
imals emitted light independent- 
was only thought that light 
could be emitted by the human eye, 
under the influence of passion. The 
brilliancy, however, in the eyes of 
animals, is caused by a carpet 
of glittering fibres, called the tapes 
turn, which lies behind the retina, 
and is a powerful reflector. In pers 
feet darkness no light is observed in 
their eyes, a fact which has been es-. 
tablished by very careful experi- 
ments; but nevertheless a very small 
amount of light is sufficient to pros 
duce the luminous appearance in 
them.
